ce, and the six weeks that have been 
spent in school by some pupils is prac 
tically time wast.d. 

The School Board, and the staff, 
pro practically unanimous in the op¬ 
inion that the curriculum could bo 
thoroughly covered in eight month* 
provided there was ntelligcnt co-op¬ 
eration between the tbr c parties in¬ 
terested, vi., pupil, teacher and the 
parent. Now, the question is, what 
system shall be adopted to get the 
needs of the pupi lto the parent end 
to intelligently werk together on 
these prob’ems. 

In other towns and cities the Par¬ 
ent-Teacher Association seems to to 
making good headway, and accomp¬ 
lishing really valuable wcrli in furthr 
Ing these ends. It removes many of

to arise between teacher and pufib 
nnd puls the pupil in the position oi 
knowing that his or her parents arc
